Socondly, the Venezuelan 
government, it was learned yesterday, has 
been quietly supplying itself with modem 
urmaaeut. Amonst other supplies, 10 im- 
proved Maxim guns have been ordered 
from Europe. It is true General Crespo, 
President of Venezuela, did not order them 
directly. It Is doubtful whether the Eng- 
lish firm that manufactured them knew 
their destination.

but in every way worthy of the pharasai- 
cal and Janus-faced old lady, of Tower's 
corner. 


All real prize fights and even the ordi- 


nary sparring exhibitions ire money-mak- 
ing schemeAimt the promoters manage to 
have them boomed ia tho press,soinetimes 
by offering free tickets and sometimes by 
other means, Xono but a paper friendly 
to the "sport" would do any of this boom- 
ing unless paid therefor. 


The Mail, wo repeat, boomed tho pugi- 


listic carnival In Boston. On .August 20th, 
it began to boom tho fight between 'Wol- 
cott and O'Brien at Boston. 
On August 


24 it devoted considerable space to tho 
fights to take place at the TV'est Ixuwton 
street armory the following week. 
The 


editor of THE Sirx is prepared to provo

The Laborer's Relation to the Financial 


Sjl*t«m Clearly Set Forth by Colonel 
Crceno Fifty Yearn ABB—A Hank With 
the Usury 2?e;iturc X.eft Oat. 


[Special Correspondence.] 


Tho money plank in the American 


Federation of Labor's platform was in- 
EI>ira<l by it little pamphlet of less than 
100 pages, called "Hutmil Banking.' 
It was writttii in MafisaclmKetts nearly 
50 years, ago by Colonel William B. 
Greene. Tho best authorities prononnco 
it "tho best- \vorlc on finmico over •writ- 
ten in tho English language." 


A half century ago economic reform 


was in tlmair. .Revolutions were threat- 
ening in nearly nil tho capitals of .Eu- 
ropo. There had been revolutions before, 
and every one- Imrt added to man's hap- 
piness by extending his freedom. Intel- 
lectual freedom had been won, religious 
freedom followedj then the rights of 
man as a citizen began to be recognized. 
But in tho revolution of 1848 tho rights 
of labor (or rather tho rights of man as 
a laborer) wero for the first time clear- 
ly put forth. 
The advanced writers of 


that time no longer dwelt on tho right 
to think or tu pra-y or to vote, but on 
the right to liavo work and to tho fall 
result of that work after it was per- 
formed. 
They therefoio set themselves 


to tho task of finding out how it was 
that the laborers who did tho work re- 
ceived EO small a share of the product. 
The modoru system of production and 
distribution was carefully analyzed in 
order to fiu-1 where it was in tha great 
eirclo of exchange that* labor's surplus 
product waf, abstracted, and what should 
be dcno to prevent it. 


Among the writers who sought the 


solution ot this problem at that tirno 
was Colonel Grcone. In n very few 
pages, considering tho magnitude of.tho 
task, lio goes right to tho bottom of tho 
question. His clear and penetrating in- 
tellect tnksj tho nsury system to pieces, 
then with the most convincing logic and 
in a quaint style peculiarly his own 
charms tho reader with his plan for the 
abolition of usury. 


Briefly outlined, his argument is as 


follows: 


Tho laborer needs capital to aid him 


ia production, bnfc it is not necessary to 
furnish him with capital; if ho has 
credit ho ca;a get capital. 
Under pres- 


ent conditions credit is artificially lim- 
ited, and when it is possible to get cred- 
it one must pay for it at it rato which 
makes it often cost more than the bene- 
fit it confers. 
Tho question is how to 


get credit at cost. It cau bo done by .the 
producers organizing themselves into 
associations, pooling their credit and 
mutually guaranteeing it. 
This credit 


must bo real and not fictitious, and 
must rest on something solid. Real 
property can be made tho basis, and on 
such a basis crediccau be safely expand- 
ed. Instead of paper evidences of credit 
made in a temporary form and not per- 
mitted to circnlate every credit note is 
to bo represented in circulation by mon- 
ey; thus is credit expanded as much as 
bnsiness may require and no outside 
power can contract it. If a man goes to 
a bank and borrows money, giving his 
note secured by real property as a pledge 
therefor, when that note falls due it 
must bo paid in coin, or in legal tender 
paper money, both of which are limited 
in amount. The number of notes pledg- 
ing payment in legal money exceed the 
money many times over. Should a suffi- 
cient number of money lenders refuse to 
extend tho notes when they fall due or 
rofnse to accept now ones as security i 
is evident that bankruptcy and disaste 
must follow. 
Y>'hon this occurs on : 


largo scale we have a panic. 


The restrictions on banking and not 


issuing forbid a safe and beneficent ox 
pansiou of credit. 
These restriction 


should be removed and tho issue o 
money should not bo limited, bnt shonli 
be alono regulatad by the needs of tb_ 
industrial and business world from day 
to day. Then there would be as xnuci 
money in circulation as would be need 


pub-1 ed, no more and no less, ^stead o 


I having banks as a, means of making 


profit they should be co-operative an 
conducted at cost. Theso can be formed 
by the producers, who are tho debtor 
class. 
Colonel Greene proposed the or 


ganization of free mutual banks tha 
would issue money and lend it to its 
members at cost; this is shown by sta 
tistics to bo loss than 1 por cent per an 
num. Any one having unencumbered 
property, fully insured, could pledge it 
to tho bank and receive a loan equal to 
one-half the value of the property 
pledged. Quo of Colonel Greene's char- 
acteristic 
expressions 
was, "Banks 


should be clearing houses for their cus- 
tomers' paper running to maturity.' 
This ono expression is particularly hap- 
py. The bank should stand in tho same 
relation to its customers as the clearing 
house does to tho associated bankers 
who compose it. A clearing house does 
uot; exist for profit, bnt for the conven- 
ience of tho members who mutually 
come together and form it, and who 
conduct it at cost. 


To the objection that a property basis 


is not safe wo need only remind the ob- 
jector thnt tho money lending class con- 
sider it safe enough when they are lend- 
ing their precions dollars. 
To trade 


unionists the advantages of mutualism 
need not ba elaborated; they know what 
mutualism has done for them in spito 
of tho most fearful odds. The success of 
mutual associations of producers would 
be forever assured could they furnish 
credit to their members.

His Career. .

lections of Forty Years in the House, 
Senate and Cabinet," just published in 
this city.

trusted, leader of the Slierman. forces. 
After showing that Mr. Gnrfleld was in 
reality his political protege, 3Ir. Sherman 
gives in detail the history of the nationn.1 
convention of 1SSO. Following the account 
of his own struggle for the nomination, he 
says: 


In time I became thoroughlj- advised of 


what occurred at tho ChicnRo convention and 
had become entirely reconciled to tho result, 
though frequently aftenvard I heard incidents 
and details which occasioned me groat pain 
and which seemed to edtublish the want of sin- 
cerity on the part ot some of the delegates, 
and tended to show that for some time byfore 
the meeting of the convention tho nomination 
of General Garficld had been agreed npon. 


Tho sting felt by Gorflcld's defection in 


1SSO is Inadvertently shown by a senti- 
ment expressed during the discussion of 
tho national convention of 1803, where the 
senator remarks: 


From Inter developments I became satisfied 
that Harrison could not he elected, that Platt 
aud a powerful New York influence would de- 
feat him if nominated. 1 therefore preferred 
tho nomination of a new man, such as William 
ilcKinley, hut he had committed himself to 
Harrison, and, according to my code of honor, 
could not accept a nomination even if tendered, 
him. 


Where Blalne Comes In. 


"When it wn3 remembered thut Blaina 


was also a candidate for the presidency be- 
fore the convention that nominated Gar- 
flelc'., tho significance of the following ex- 
planation on tlie part of Senator Sherman 
ot why he was uot renppointcd by Presi- 
dent Gnrfleld as secretary of the treasury 
is readily understood: 


In. the latter part of Xovembcr, 1SSO, General 


Garflell came to Washington and called upon 
Mr. Elaine, who, it was understood, was to bo 
secretary of state. Garfleld came W my house 
directly from Elaine's and informed me that ha 
had tendered that office to Blaine and that it 
wad accepted. He said. Blaine thought it would 
not "be politics to .continue as secretary of the 
treasury, as it would be regarded as an un* 
friendly discrimination by other members of 
Hayes* cabinet. I promptly replk-tl that I 
agreed with the opinion of Blaine, and was a 
candidate for the snnate. 


Again the author reverfcs to the Chicago 


convention in discussing the character of 
President Gnrfleld. 
Of his personality 


and eloquence, lie speaks in tho highest 
terms. His will power, ho says, was not 
mi to his personal magnetism. He adds 
that his opinion changed cosily. 


Speaking ot the political scheming that 


again resulted in the defeat of the Ohio 
statesman in the national convention of 
1SS3, 
Mr. Sherman says that he became 


satisfied that one delegate from New York 
controlled the entire delegation from that 
state, and between Saturday night, whuu 
the nomination seamed certain to go to 
Sherman, and Monday morning, when the 
tide turned in favor of Harrison, a corrupt 
bargain was made in the interests of the 
latter, which secured him tho support of 
New.York and gavo him the nomination. 
Continuing, tho author states: "It is to 
the credit of General Harrison to say that 
if the reputed bargain was made, it was 
without h.'s consent at the time." 


On the eva of another national cam- 


paign, in which ex-President Harrison is 
expected to figure prominently, Mr. Sher- 
man does not hesitate to state that in 1893 
he did not consider Harrison a strong 
candidate. To his cold and abrupt man- 
ner he attributes his unpopularity at that 
time. 


Space is devoted by the author to an ac- 


count of the important events of each ad- 
ministration. 
In this connection Mr. 


Sherman lays bare many of the jealousies, 
political bickerings and 
clash of am- 


bitions that disturb the harmony of tho 
party in power. Of Grant's administra- 
tion, he says it was a period of scandal 
and slander. Perhaps the severest criticism 
cf General Grant's statesmanship is found 


in tho following extract from Mr. Suor- 
nmn'swork: 


During the entire period of Grant's admin* 


istration I was chairman of the committee of 
finance of the senate, and had to act upon all 
questions of taxation, debt, banking or finance, 
Bnd had occasion to talk with the president 
upon such measures, but ho rarely expressed 
any opinion or took any Interest in thorn. 


At the ago of 73 years, Senator Sherman 


recalls tha affair over tho attempt to n 
move Chester A. Arthur from tho col- 
lectorship of the port of Xew "tork with 
much feeling. Arthur is shown up in un 
unenviable light, and tho attitude of 
Eoscoe Conkliug toward tho president ia 
caustically commented upon. Tho former's 
nomination as vice president, the Ohio 
statesman says, was tho whim o£ Conk- 
lius to annoy President Hayes. 


Throughout that part of the work relat- 


ing to President Hayes, Mr. Sherman 
speaks in tho highest praise of tho chief 
executive of tho nation. 


Characteristic Modesty. 


There is less oE a personal narrative In 


the book than might be expected. Mr. 
Sherman speaks modestly of his boyhood 
days, of his family and of his first appear- 
ance in public life. Many of his important 
public addresses during the slavery agita- 
tion and during the political campaigns in 
which he took part are embodied in tlie 
book. 'His accounts of tho civil war aud of 
his association with Abraham Lincoln aro 
full of interest as narrative and of a his- 
torical record of tho stirring event-si of 
that period. 
. In writing about himself, Mr. Sherman 
is candid to tho point of self-criticism. 
For iu.5rance, he states that ac tbo ago of 
10 years ho got Into bad company aud was 
on several occasions conscious ot being in- 
toxicated. In relating the incident which 
influenced his whole Ufa in this respect, ho 
Bays: 


On one occasion, tho fall of 1S30, I went home 


;vory sick from drinkintj. My mother received 
me with much surprise afld sorrow, but 
neither complained nor scolded, and with the 
utmost; kindness put me to "bed and watched 
over and cared for me. I was not enough sou- 
pcfied to be unconscious of my degradation* 
and her affection, and then and there resolved 
never to be ui such condition again. 


Rich in ripe conclusions, full of interest 


as a personal narrative, instructive as a 
political record, and complete as a fluan- 
cial history of the country, tho work adds 
to recent books of American history one 
of general interest and of value to students 
of politics ami finance.
